During the 
later veriod (1941-43) a rapid increase in the number of men in the armed forces was made 
possihle 1) reductions in civil employment. 


The numbar of fomales in civil employment increasod during the four years 
shown in the tablee Between July 1941 and June 1943 the net enlistments of women in the 
defence forces wer snoreximately 45,000. These arc not included in the foregoing figures. 

he sources of the increasc in number of women in cmploymont and defcnee forces wore 
eabsorpiion of unomploycd, the movement into wage earning of womon who had previously beon 
ompleyors or soli-omployod and the inflow of about 100,000 women who would not in normal 
timoc have been guintully occupiede The first factor (decreasing unemployment) appears to 
have operated mot in the early war period, the socond factor has had most of its signif- 
icancy in the lator period, while the movement into work of normally unoccupied women has 
boon going on fairly ane ‘ormly throughout the war period.
